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Mary's Store Closed $62,500 OK'd for Pool Repairs

Last Friday afternoon, a series of small, bitter¬ 
sweet moments created a poignant scene at Mary’s 
Store in Sierra Madre Canyon. Owner John Sanford 
hosted an ice cream party for 10 to 20 “canyon kids” 
and their parents—so he could say goodbye. After a 
fun but very sad afternoon giving away the last of the 
treats in his inventory, John reluctantly closed the 
doors of his business for good. 

“I wanted to celebrate the year we’ve spent to¬ 
gether,” he said in an interview Monday, The deci¬ 
sion to close the store was “very tough.” When asked 
if the canyon kids have become his surrogate chil¬ 
dren, he said simply, “Yes.” It was a while before he 
could say anything further. 

John opened Mary’s Store on March 12,1994. It 
had been closed for three years prior to that. John’s 
decision to reopen the store grew out of a volunteer 
project he had been working on with renowned spiri¬ 
tualist/author Marianne Williamson. ‘The project 
had to do with children and the nature of the family 
structure as it is in our society today,” John explained. 
He volunteered because he is a devoted uncle to eight 
nieces and nephews. “Something struck me when 
Marianne said, ‘We all raise the children.’” The 
impact of that led to his opening Mary’s Store. 

‘This was an opportunity to contribute to the 
community...It just happened. The theme, if there 
was one, was a sense of community and a sense of 
place. And the primary emphasis was on those kids.” 
Partly because of that determination to create a kid- 


friendly space, he purposely kept alcohol and ciga¬ 
rettes out of the store. “I just tried to create a space 
where they would feel safe and complete. I think we 
accomplished a lot of that. It hurts because I wish it 
wasn’t time to move on, but I think we all learned a 
lot from it. 

“When Marcia Blackwelder told me the kids are

Tuesday night, it was finally time to decide what 
should be done about the Sierra Madre Pool. City 
Council chambers were packed, and much like an 
O.J. Simpson discussion, or an Academy Awards 
debate, EVERYONE had an opinion. After much 
discussion, alternately heated, poignant, then light¬ 
hearted, the councilmembers voted exactly as had 
been expected. 

The pool, a Sierra Madre landmark for over 35 
years, has been closed for almost three months. Es¬ 
timated costs to reopen it are $125,000. Staff had 
been directed to look into the possibilities of provid¬ 
ing some funds for those repairs, as there simply isn’t 
an extra hundred grand in the general fund. City Ad¬ 
ministrator Sean Joyce addressed the council with a 
creative plan to come up with half of the money. 

While general funds aren’t overly abundant, Joyce 
pointed out that there are significant “Proposition A” 
funds. Here’s the rub: Prop. A funds are only avail¬ 
able to spend on transportation. Joyce recommended 
that the council apply to the Metropolitan Transit Au¬ 
thority for permission to sell $100,000 worth of lYop. 
A funds to West Hollywood for $62,500 for unre¬ 
stricted, general-fund money, which could be used 
for the pool. Councilman Maurer moved to approve. 
Councilman Adams seconded, and then the fun 
started. 

Councilman Hester said he felt such an action 
would be rash, and he’d like to see if there wasn’t “a 
need for these (Prop. A) funds.” Mayor 
MacGillivray pointed out that it “shouldn’t take that 
kind of money to run a (transportation) program in a 


city that consisted of three square miles.” 

One comment from the floor echoed the thought 
that the Prop. A money should be left alone, citing 
rising local transit costs. That seemed to be a minor¬ 
ity opinion, however. The consensus was that pool 
repairs were a better expenditure than transit, even 
at an exchange rate of 62 1/2 cents to the dollar. 
Mayor MacGillivray commended staff on its “good 
job being creative in finding funds,” and Councilman 
Adams concurred, saying, “We are faced with a criti¬ 
cal situation (with the pool). I’m very pleased with 
what staff has done. I can’t tell you how many hours 
my kids have spent at that pool.” 

Then, however, there was dissent from another 
direction. The Sierra Madre Swim Team opined that 
spending repair money perhaps didn’t go far enough. 
What they would prefer is a larger pool, to attract 
bigger crowds, more serious swimmers, better 
coaches, and perhaps host meets. 

In stellar form, Mayor MacGillavry contended that 
“attracting a high-quality coach is more of a function 
of the salary we pay, than the length of the pool.” 

In response to the mayor’s contention that time 
was an issue. Councilman Hester said he’d rather 
“lose the opportunity (to open the pool in time for 
the summer season) that spend $125,000 foolishly,” 
which drew a burst of applause (mainly from the 
swim team and supporters.) 

Hester continued, “We’re giving away $37,500.” 
Not to be outdone, MacGillivray responded that, as 
the restricted funds have time limits on them, “We 

could lose $125,000 entirely.”

Two Former ^Weed Gang' 
Members With City 43 Years

Where in Southern California could you find city 
employees with the work longevity of two of Sierra 
Madre’s finest? Together, Tony Cardiel and Richard 
Garcia represent 86 years of productive work for our 
city. It’s time they were recognized! 

As city manager Sean Joyce states, ‘Tony and 
Richard are wonderful resources of knowledge for 
our citizens. They are aware of the unique problems 
within the city’s infrastructure..,when the heavy rains 
threatened our ‘ark,’ they knew exactly what areas 
needed priority.” He went on to say that in case of 
an emergency within public works, neither has to 
wait for direction. “They know exactly where to pro¬ 
ceed and why...fuithermore, our seniors know they 
can call Richard or Tony directly to have their con¬ 
cerns addressed.” Tony Cardiel is now our Street 
Department Foreman and Richard Garcia is our Pub¬ 
lic Works Supervisor. 

Both men easily recall the day they were hired. 
'They were high school students, so young that Tony 
had to entice Richard to drive him to Sierra Madre 
and wait to see if he secured the job. Not only was 
Tony hired, but personnel called Richard in from 
outside and hired him, too. They were attending 
Monrovia High School, at that time called MAD for 
Monrovia, Arcadia, and Duarte. All three schools 
were housed under the same roof. Richard recalls 



Minor Harkness was a schoolmate. The date was 
June 15,1952 and they were now official members 
of the “Weed Gang.” Mr. Baker was the city man¬ 
ager and Dolores Thill was the capable front desk re¬ 
ceptionist. 

Tony remembers the job was fun. He and Rich¬ 
ard, along with a few others, worked five days a week 
plus half a day on Saturday. Six months of the year 
they were busy cutting weeds and burning debris 
(burning was allowed back then). They especially 
recall the work of keeping the weeds down in the 
huge lot which now houses our local hospital. The 
cemetery was another spot requiring maintenance, 
especially before Memorial Day. 

Richard worked a year before leaving to serve his 
country during the Korean War. Stationed in the Phil¬ 
ippines, he handled heavy equipment. Upon release 
fixim the service, he came back to what he thought 
would again be a temporary job for our city. 

Tony recalls with pleasure working the Fourth of 
July Parade. His task was to follow the end of the 
parade and sweep the route. His wife would ride with 
him. The youngsters in town would yell out, “Here 
comes Tony with the sweeper!” “Look, look, there’s 
Tony with the sweeper!” 

By then, they were each earning $97.50 every two 
weeks. They hasten to add that gasoline for their car 
was only 14 cents a gallon and when you needed a 
transmission replaced you went to the junk yard. 

Richard, meanwhile, transferred to the water de-

Musicians Find 'Natural 
Element' in Sierra Madre

Bucking adverse business odds and considerable 
skepticism from peers, a trio of local musicians has 
launched its own record label. Natural Elements 
Records. The new company, based here in Sierra ’ 
Madre, is distinguished by extraordinary talent and 
an alternative marketing plan. 

The idea for Natural Elements Records grew out 
of a series of conversations in the fall of 1993 be¬ 
tween three longtime friends: guitarist Matt 
Levonian, guitarist Jim Stubblefield, and 
keyboardist/recording engineer Devin Thomas. All 
three are from the San Gabriel Valley; Jim has lived 
in the Arcadia/Sierra Madre district virtually all his 
life, and Devin has owned Southwest Sound record¬ 
ing studio at 14 N. Baldwin for about 10 years. 

They were fed up with how little their fine talent 
seemed to matter in today’s coldly commercial mu¬ 
sic business. Stubblefield says, “Part of the reason I 
wanted to start a record company was dealing with 
corporations and L.A. and all the work you have to 
put out just to get somebody interested in signing 
you. [In my old band] we played like two or three 
hundred shows in two years and we had all kinds of 
record companies interested in us, and yet it all came 
down to who you knew where—and then, even if you 
got signed, you’d be on your second or third album 
before you made any money. How do you live finan¬ 
cially?” Levonian agrees, explaining, “I just felt that 
there was a real big need to have an outlet for great 


music without a big company where the bottom line 
was a mitigating factor, artistically. We set a frame¬ 
work to woik within—instrumental music. You have 
to have some sort of framework or it’s just amor¬ 
phous. But within that, we tried to open it up to as 
broad a spectrum as we could.” All music produced 
by Natural Elements Records is instrumental. 

What they originally envisioned was a kind of 
artists collective. As discussions intensified, how¬ 
ever, the three recognized the necessity of a solid 
busi''ess plan if their dream was to be actualized.

The one-room schoolhouse is now a long-gone 
facet of American history. There may still be a few 
in the more remote parts of the country, but those I 
knew in the Middle West disappeared more than 40 
years ago. Their passing was a real loss, as they rep¬ 
resented the cornerstone of the Three R’s type of 
education. 

One of the several one-room schoolhouses in the 
vicinity of my hometown had the unusual appella¬ 
tion of “Rabbit College.” Because it was in a section 
of poor farmland, where the crops were scanty, the 
weeds and brambles exceptional, and the wildlife 
abundant, it was given that name early in its exist¬ 
ence. It was attended solely by farm children, who 
prided themselves on being graduates of the eight 
grades of Rabbit College. 

Many of my high school companions were from 
one-room schoolhouses, and they were almost al¬ 
ways good students, and one of them in particular 
stands out. His name was Dan Ogle, and he was a 
proud product of the little school in the weed patch. 
Dan was tall, very thin, and had a droll wit that kept 
the teachers frustrated as well as uneasy. He never 
did a mean thing in his life, but his dry wit made him 
a standout as a teenager. He did a great deal of day¬ 
dreaming in class. One day our English teacher sud¬ 
denly said, “Dan, why did John Milton write Para¬ 
dise LostT It took Dan a little while to come in from 
outer space, and then with a perfectly straight face 
he said, “Well, I guess he must have got married.” 
“Dan, you may leave the room.” So it went, but he 
was never less than an A student. 

Dan graduated from Keithsburg High in 1919, 
went on to medical school, graduated with honors 
and soon joined the Air Force, then literally a fledg¬ 
ling arm of the military. He made a name for him¬ 
self in medicine and military matters, and was fa¬ 
mous by the time he was 60 years old. About this time 
he was asked to be the speaker when Keithsburg cel¬ 
ebrated its one hundred and twenty-fifth birthday. 
Dan began his speech, “I have now reached that time 
of life when I distinctly remember things that never 
happened.” The same old Dan. When he retired at age 
65 he was Surgeon-General of the United States Air 
Force. Not bad for a graduate of Rabbit College. 

Several years ago, Dan paid a visit to Sierra 
Madre, and we had a hilarious three hours together. 
Perhaps we “remembered things that never hap¬ 
pened,” but I cherish the memory of his visit. A year 
later he was dead at age 88, and now he sleeps in Ar¬ 
lington National Cemetery. No one deserves a place 
in that hallowed spot more than my great friend, Dan 
Ogle. He was really something special.

My dog is about to have puppies. When 
should I have the tails, dewclaws, and ears 
done on the puppies. 

Tail cropping and dewclaw removal on 
puppies should be done at 2-3 days of age. 
Puppies grow so fast that within a few days 
their tail and dewclaws are large enough that 
it significantly inaeases the difficulty of the 
procedure. It is a much easier and quicker 
procedure when they are done at 2-3 days of 
age. Ear aopping is generally done at 12-14 
weeks of age, but it is also breed and 
individual animal dependent. You should see 
your veterinarian when your puppy is about 
11 weeks of age to determine the optimum 
time (growth phase of the ear cartilage) for 
the procedure.

The national average for remodeling an 
entire kitchen is more than S20,000 with some running upwards 
of J30,000.

But, there's a way to put a new look on this important area 
without spending significant monies. For a relatively low cost 
homeowners can make spot improvements. For example, for as 
low as 11,000 the existing countertop can be replaced with a 
formica top.

Hardwood floors, for 
instance, cost J1.50 -12.00 per square foot to refurbish, but it is 
a good investment because buyers are willing to pay more for 
the refinished appearance. 

For older homes, people are more energy conscious, so improve¬ 
ments in the insulation of windows and doors are smart investments. 

In general, neutral, light and bright are the best rules to follow— 
a neutral decor, freshly painted walls and clean carpeting also help 
to sell a home faster.

In this day and age we are fast finding out what 
were once inviolate precepts have been diluted suid 
winked at almost to a point of acceptability. I was in 
complete agreement with Pastor Barney when he 
pointed out that we have become inured to the utili¬ 
zation of the life, whether white or blatant, that it has 
almost become acceptable.

There is no such thing as God wink¬ 
ing at a lie of any sort and in any form. For Him to 
do so would violate His character. His very being and 
would abrogate His Word. 

Unfortunately, this is not a credo that is adhered 
to universEilly. We can so readily rationalize our be¬ 
havior in this area. We can perform some mental 
gymnastics so that our lies can be dealt with in terms 
of noble deeds. We can say, “Had I told the truth I 
would have hurt the person.” That may well be true 
but that does not address the issue nor does it miti¬ 
gate its consequences. Paul tells us in the Book of 
Ephesians, “We must speak the truth in a spirit of 
love.” We must be very careful at this point not to 
take this verse as license to thoughtlessly speak the 
truth. Timing is a critical issue and Proverbs 16 tells 
us that there is a right time to do everything. Think¬ 
ing comes into play because Proverbs 12 tells us that 
‘Thoughtless words can wound as deeply as any 
swords, but wisely spoken words can heal.” 

Consequently, though we have always been in¬ 
structed to speak the truth, it must be done appropri¬ 
ately and with great forethought. If not done this way 
we violate a greater law and that is the Law of Love.

^ ,Navy and had .served his country «inoeiWW!lI asia- 
career officer in very responsible and important po¬ 
sitions. He and his late wife, Jane, ate parents of three 
daughters and he is the fond grandfather to 12 grand¬ 
children. 

Our honoree was bom in Paduca, KY, but his fam¬ 
ily moved to Indiana where he attended school and 
graduated in 1938 from Indiana University with a de¬ 
gree in journalism. 

To be part of the war effort he volunteered for the 
Navy during WWII serving on a destroyer in the 
South Pacific during the war and on a carrier after 
the war. The closest he ever came to being hit, he 
says, was when they shot down a Japanese plane and 
as it fell into the water he could feel the heat of the 
plane on his face. He earned six battle stars. 

This man feels very deeply that if you live through 
your tour of duty with the Navy—and most do—it 
is a valuable experience beyond compare. He knows 
he became a more direct, forceful person and enjoyed 
the service for the experience it offered and the life¬ 
time friends he made. 

The Navy selected him to attend post graduate 
school in Monterey where he received a Masters 
Degree in management. He met Jane during his four 
years of service in Washington, D.C. in the 1940s. 
A petite wonjan, she was so brave, says her daugh¬ 
ter, Sandy. She left her native South Dakota after 
taking the Civil Service exam and boarded a train to 
Washington. She became Smiley’s secretary and it 
was an office romance, hush-hush at first. They be¬ 
came engaged on April Fool’s Day (I’m sure there 
is a story there) and were married April 20,1949.
